Lau- 
derdale corporation under in- 
vestigation for alleged sale of 
unregistered stocks said today 
he is willing to testify before 
the Florida Securities Commis- 
sion. ; 

Daniel J. Zbin, a member of 
United Klans of American and 
head of Seaway Engineering, 
Inc., denied accusations leveled 
yesterday by Attorney General 
Earl Faircloth. 

Faircloth has ordered Florida 
Securities Commission examin- 
ers .investigate reports that 
Klanj/nen met April 18, 1966, to 
sell stock in Seaway Engineer- 
ing. i 

The meeting was reported the 
following day in The News. 


“There was no stock sale 
made at that time or an y other 
time,” Zbin said. 

The three commission exami- 
ners will have subpoena power 
and the right to take sworn 
testimony. Asked if he - would 
testify before the commission, 
Zbin said: 

“Anytime they want to talk to 
me, my door is open.” , 

Zbin described Seaway Engi- 
neering as a “construction 
firm” owned by “individuals.” 
He would not specify who 
owned stock in the corporation. 

Other officers of the corpora- 
tion at the time of the meeting 
in question were Olen H. Aber- 
nathy and Richard F. Harley 
Sr., vice presidents; Joseph B. 
Burd, secretary; Don Knight, 
secretary; Donald Stephens, 
[treasurer ; and Sam R. 
iMcBroom, resident agent! 

Faircloth said commission 
files ;,sho\v that Seaway, Engi- 
neering has never registered 
any ^securities and that its offi- 
cers are not registered to sell 
| stock.

Lauderdale, Fla., furnished 
the following information on 12/4/87: 

WILLIAM H. RICHARDSON, White male, age 38, is 
presently incarcerated in the Broward County Jail at 
Ft. Lauderdale on a writ of attachment issued by the 
Broward County Circuit Court against RICHARDSON for non- 
support. No bond has been set and no date has been set 
for the hearing. 

A detainer has also been filed with the Broward 
County Sheriff against RICHARDSC&f by the Justice of the 
Peace #1, Orange County, Fla., for unlawful bond forfeiture. 
A $500 bond has been set cm this detainer. 

Captain HALL said he will notify the FBI 
immediately when RICHARDSON Is released from the County 
Jan. 

Miami will inform Jacksonville and Tampa of the 
disposition of charges against RICHARDSON in Broward County.

On November 27, 1967 at approximately 8:30 FM, there 
was a regular meeting of the UKA, Unit#6 held at 232 SW 30 Street 
ft. Lauderdale Fla. 

There were THIRTEEN members present who were; STEPHENS, • 
MC BROOK, ABERNATHY, KUEHNER, HEFLEN , GILES, HERRIS, MILLER, 
(CLAY) ABERNATHY, NEVINS, BLAND, SMITH, and GRIFFIN. 


STEPHEN arrived INTOXICATED . _ and opened, and conducted 
the meeting in a ’'sloppy" manner. He‘weaved as tie stood facing 
the men durins the opening ceremony, and was closely "watched", 
by ABERNATHY, MC BROOM, AND KUEHNEH , who seemed to be the only 
ones ^K^r^who noticed it. He (Stephens) worked his way "out of 
it" as the meeting progressed. He later admitted have "four drinks 
at the Oaklan Lounge", while trying to investigate the matter 
concerning HUNSINGER, who was this same date charged itfith SECOND 
DEGREE MURDER of a 19 yr. old soldier he earlier had words with, 
while ’ 06 th drinking in the same lounge. 

STEVENS said that he could receive NO INFORMATION as to 
what had taken place, and was wondering why, the EC had to wait 
to hear the news on Television about HUNSINGER. He then asked 
id anyone in the Klavern could tell the men what the story was. 


KUEHNEH said that he knew HUNSINGER was in jail SUNDAY, 
(November 26. 1967)but didn’t know "for what", and that 3URD was 
checking "it" o\rt. HUEHNER then said that BURD called hira(kue~ 
hner)on the phone at 8:00 AH (11-27-67 )and said that HUNSINGER 
was in real trouble, and that he (hunsinger ) shot a man after a 
fight in a bar. When KUEHNER asked if a lawyer had been called, 
BURD said, "Yes , some Jew by the name of ROSENBERG ?, or something 
like that'." ^ )°^ 

KUEHNER then said that he had hardly hung up the phone 
when he(kuehner) received a call from DETECTIVE SGT. PIERRE PSLLl. 
ETl'ER ffom the OAKLAND PARK PD. , who asked him if he would come 
to the station. Kuehner commented that he went immediately with 
the thought that HUNSINGER had asked for him, but when he got 
at the station PELLETIER poured him a cup of coffee, and had him 
sit in his office, and start asking questions about HUNSINGER’S 
KLAN ACTIVITIES. Kuehner said that he told the Detective that

ABERNATHY, when asked if there were any new appli- 
cations, answered NO, but remarked that there would be THREE 
KEN to be sworn- in who were already checked out, and if next 
week would be alright ?, STEPHENS paused for a moment, and 
tried to get his mind clear (due to his been intoxicated) then 
mumbled out, " Yea, I guess next week would be alright. STEPHENS 
announced last meeting that new members would only be sworn- in 
once a month, and on the last meeting night of the month. ' • 

STEPHENS (in a boastful manhfer,) said that he had spoke 
with the IMPERIAL WIZARD, when ordering ($108.00) KLAN TRINKETS 
for the DECEMBER (9 »''*-L96? ) RALLY, and told him he would try to 
have a check for ’'it" when he arrives. STEPHENS said he didn’t 
know if the Wizard would be staying over night on the future trip, 
because of commitments , and he tod STEPHENS that he would be in 
ORLANDO on the 8th (dec. 1967 ) and may leave after the rally on 
the 9th, but didn't say to where. STEPHENS added that KUEKNER 
would be in TUSCALOOSA tvith SKELTON and could probaly give them 
more information later on the subject. 


STEPHEN then gave a testimonial type speech to the men 
concerning KU2HNER saying how much the KLAN owed KUEKNER for all 
the hard work he had done, and time donated not only in the local 
klavern, but STATE- WIDE, and told how KUEKNER traveled the state 
with BOYD HAMBY or. many trips in the past helping the organization. 
3TEFENS said that he personally is going to miss him and the great 
work that he did for Unit #6. He then told those who didn't know 
that KUEKNER was moving to TUSCALOOSA, ALABAMA this coming weekend 
to work FULL-TIME for the IMPERIAL OFFICE, and added that even tho 
he'll be missed, that he'll be doing a great service to the Nation- 
al Office. A rang of applause filled the rafters, from the 12 men 
in the room, and KUEKNER gave an acceptance Speech, saying he would 
miss Unit #6 , but would come as often with SKELTON ba ok as his 
schedule would permit. He added that he only did what every Klans- 
man should be doing, and that is donating their TALANT that God has 
given them, towards the organization.

KC BROOM announced a water bill to be paid, and a bill 
for the December 9th RALLY POSTERS, from BOULEVARD PRESS. The print- 
ing, bill was voted on to pay the $ 25.70 


The meeting ended at approximately 10:00 PM and STEPHENS 
announced that there would be MO closing ceremony.

A. National States Rights Party (NSRP) 
Ft, Lauderdale, Florida 


Just prior to submission of referenced letter, 
Channel 7, WCKT-TV aired a program captioned "Thunderbolt 
on the Right" exposing the NSRP on a state and local level. 
This was a Bureau approved measure which resulted in 
excellent results in exposing the NSRP. Following the 
airing of this program, the NSRP disbanded and they have 
held no meetings in the Miami Division. 


/B. Ft. Lauderdale Klavern 6 
UKA 

Ft, Lauderdale, Florida 

On October 18, 1987, WCKT-TV, Channel 7, Miami, 
taped a Bureau approved program relating to the UKA and 
scheduled for showing on October 22, 1967. This program 
was a follow-up of the successful program dealing with the 
NSRP. The program, entitled "KKK-A Change of Linen" was 
prepared on a confidential basis primarily from Bureau 
approved and supplied public source information, refuting 
the UKA claim to respectability and law abidingness. 

TV critics of the "Miami Herald," a local Miami, 
Florida, newspaper rated the Klan program as "one of the 
week*s best bets" in a survey of all national and local 
programs of the coming week, of which only eight are selected 
for this rating. 

(to Sunday, October 22, 1967, "KKK-A Change of Linen 
was shown as scheduled and did an outstanding job of 
exposing local Klansmen and their false clalns to legitimacy. 

The program consisted primarily of interviews of 
Klansmen from Imperial Wizard ROBERT SHELTON down to 
rank and file South Florida members, all of whom claim the 
KKK is not a racist or a bigoted organization. The • 
Interviews were interspersed with a long recitation of 
Klan violence documenting UKA murders, bombings and assaults. 
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The first part of the program was a brief history 
of the violent history of the KKK, from the Civil War up 
until World War II, with the resurgence of Klan activity 
in the early 1960s. It was pointed out that the UKA emerged 
as the largest splinter group. This was followed by an 
interview with SHELTON, who was described as a convicted 
criminal currently released on bond arising from his Contempt 
of Congress conviction. In this interview, SHELTON referred 
to the Justice Department as a "babysitter for communists" and 
that the Department "buys off pimps." 

The remainder of the program was a cleverly devised 
expose of local Klansmen, their backgrounds, employments 
and social standing in their communities. 

The program ended with a warning that "Actions not 
image count in any assessment of the Klan." It was urged 
that the State of Florida should follow Wisconsin and prohibit 
the incorporation of hate type organizations like the KKK by 
theSecretary of State. 

Copies of the two films referred to above were 
made available by Channel 7 and have been furnished to the 
Bureau for review and possible utilization as a training 
film. 

The October 24, 1967, issue of the "Miami Herald" 
carried an article entitled "Klan Aim Still the Same." This 
article commended Channel 7 for its documented survey of the 
KKK in its program entitled "KKK-A change of Linen." This 
article stated that although the Klan is now taking on a 
businessmen's front, in reality it has not changed and "It 
is the same tired, shabby, bigoted line." 

On October 23, 1967, the Florida State Securities 
Commission, Tallahassee, Florida, I nst ituted an investigation 
of "Seaway Consultants, Inc.," the KKK front organization in 
South Florida, which is incorporated under Florida State laws. 

According to GENE STRUL, News Director, WCKT, EARL 
FAIRCLOTH, Florida State Attorney General, immediately after 
the presentation of this program, ordered an Investigation 
of Seaway to determine if there were any irregularities under 
the state incorporation laws involving this corporation. 


3. 
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STRUL also reported that his office received a 
letter dated October 26, 1967, from J. B. STONER demanding a 
script of instant program because of alleged references to 
himself and his client, the NSRP, on this program. 

The program identified DON STEPHENS, Klaliff of 
Klavern (76, at Fort Lauderdale, as the General Manager of 
Worden Young - Import, Export Corporation , which is owned 
by CY YOUNG, former Mayor of Fort Lauderdale. This program 
also identified JESSE TAYLOR, a Fort Lauderdale {Clansman, 
as a local contractor. Since TAYLOR'S principal source of 
work is CY YOUNG, Channel 7 Interviewed YOUNG concerning his 
feelings toward the KKK. 

On October 26, 1967, YOUNG was quoted as stating that 
"It is nobody's damn business w ho I hire and that he had no 
feelings whatsoever toward the KKK." 

It was announced on a local radio statical that a 
member of the local carpenters union in Fort Lauderdale has 
brought charges against JESSE TAYLOR to have him expelled from 
the carpenters union inasmuch as his Klan membership was 
inconsistent with union membership. 

This program also identified IC Ians man HAROLD WALTER 
CARLSTEDT as an official of the Boy Scouts of America. It 
has been ascertained that CARLSTEDT, an Assistant Scout 
Master of Troup 120, Plantation, Florida, is currently under 
investigation by the Boy Scouts of America on charges that 
he attempted to furnish Klan propaganda to Boy Scouts of 
that troup without consent of their parents . 

| foia (b)(7) - (D) [ has reported that DON STEPHENS, currently 
Exalted Cyclops of Klavern (76, has stated that he fears his 
job is in jeopardy in view of instant program which identified 
him as having been convicted for assault and battery. 

Miami is of the opinion that the Bureau's 
counterintelligence action in this particular case has been 
most successful. It has resulted in disruption of South 
Florida Klansmen. In this regard, it is noted that informants 
have reported that those Klansmen who cooperated with Channel 7 
in the preparation of this program have come under severe 
criticism from fellow Klansmen and it is hoped that this in- 
fighting will result in s ome Klansmen discontinuing their 
connections with the KKK. 


4 . 
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On November 8, 1967, CLINTON E. TAYLOR, Investi- 
gator, Florida Securities Commies ion (FSC), 1220 South Olive 
Avenue, West Palm Beach, Florida, appeared at the Ft. Lauderdale 
Resident Agency for the purpose of furnishing the following 
information: 

A representative of the FSC recently reviewed a 
special documentary program produced by Channel 7, WCKT-TV , 
Miami, Florida, concerning UKA. This program was entitled 
"KKK-A change of Linen." 

The contents of this program indicated that Seaway 
Engineering, Inc., a private corporation, Incorporated under 
the laws of Florida, had engaged in the sale and/or transfer 
of securities in the firm. 

Under the provisions of the Florida State uniform 
Sales and Securities Act, the sale of five shares or more in 
any Florida corporation requires registration with the 
Secretary of State as a public corporation, with the right 
to offer stock for sale to the public. 

For any corporate official to sell stock without 
so registering is a felony under the Uniform Sales and 
Securities Act. 

Since Seaway Engineering, Inc., has not registered 
with the State to go public, the FSC is conducting a pre- 
liminary inquiry for the purpose of establishing prism facie 
evidence that Seaway has engaged in the public sale of its 
securities. V 

TAYLOR feels his investigation so far has 
established this fact, and that the FSC Commissioner will 
shortly hold a public inquiry into Seaway with subpoena powers. 

TAYLOR stated that when and if this public Inquiry is 
open, local Klan leaders and their records will be subpoenaed 
Inasmuch as Seaway has been properly identified on the Channel 
7 program as a front organization of the Ku Klux Klan. 

On November 28, 1967, the "Ft. Lauderdale News" 
reported an article entitled, "KKK faces illegal stock sale 
probe" which appeared on page one . In addition, an article 
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appeared in the "Miami Herald" on November 29, 1967, captioned 
"State to investigate charges of illegal stock sale here." 

Prior to the publication of the newspaper articles, 
MILTON J. KELLY, Managing Editor, "Ft. Lauderdale News," 
confidentially advised that the Florida State Attorney 
General, EARL FA IRC LOTH had summoned representatives of the 
press to Tallahassee, Florida , to announce an investigation 
of Seaway Engineering, Inc., the front organization of the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

On November 28, 1967, WCKT-TV Channel 7, Miami, 
Florida, interviewed FA IRC LOTH on their evening news program 
at which time FA IRC LOTH announced that his decision to open 
proceedings against Seaway Engineering, Inc., was based upon 
disclosures made In Channel 7's television program entitled, 
"KKK-A Change of Linen" which was aired on WCKT-TV . FA IRC LOTH 
praised Channel 7 for the ir originality in conceiving such a 
program exposing the KKK In South Florida. FAIRCLOTH 
announced at that time that the Securities Commission would 
have subpoena powers and would be calling local KKK leaders 
before the Securities Commission, 

Investigation of Seaway Engineering Company by 
Florida Securities Commission is continuing. The hearing 
as previously scheduled got under way and s everal member s 
of Klavern 6. UKA. were call ed to testify. I foiaqd) m - idi | 

I No testimony has been taken 

from K6y witnesses, including DAN ZBIN, Director of Seaway 
Engineering Company, and JOE BURD, both members of Klavern 
6 . The hearings have been postponed and will resume at a 
later date/ 

Channel 7, WCKT-TV covered the first day of the 
hearing, which was closed to the public, and Klansman 
JOHN GETTXNGER , Klavern 6 member, threatened to strike 
CHARLES KELLY, a cameraman for Channel 7, because the 
reporter was taking his photograph. GETTINGER told KELLY 
he was placing him tinder citizen's arrest, but then quickly 
rescinded this remark. The threat by GETTINGER was reported 
on the evening news by WCKT-TV. 
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Re: RODERICK GEORGE HUN SINGER 

HUN SINGER Is an active member of Klavern 6, Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida, and on November 26, 1967, was charged 
with first degree murder by Oakland Park, Florida, Police 
Department. H UNSINGER was charged with the shooting and 
killing of private first class RICHARD K. BROWNLEE, a white 
male In a bar room brawl. Bureau approval was obtained to 
afford this matter national publicity through the "Ft. 
Lauderdale News" and Channel 7, WCKT-TV . As a result, this 
matter was given wide publicity, identifying HGNSINGER as a 
Klansman . 

Miami informants reported that on the evening of 
November 27, 1967, Klavern 6 held their weekly meeting. 
These informants state that the publicity resulting from 
HUNSINGER's arrest and subsequent Identif ication as a 
Klansman has totally demolished the image of the UKA in 
South Florida.

PLATT is one of the leaders and motivating forces 
behind the Okeechobee Klavern. PLATT is employed in the 
Florida State Correctional Department as a "cottage father" 
at the Okeechobee School for Boys. This matter was brought 
to the attention of the Governor of Florida, as well as the 
Superintendent of the Boys School, in accordance with a 
Bureau approved counterintelligence measure. Since no 
action was taken, a follow-up letter was approved by the 
Bureau, noting that PLATT was now an officer of the Klan and 
had appeared at a public rally.

Re : LEON BLANTON 

LEON BLANTON has been the Exalted Cyclops and 
the motivating force behind Klavern 14 for a number of 
years. The Bureau approved the nailing of an anonymous 
letter to BILL RICHARDSON, Titan of Province 2, complaining 
that BLANTON was mere Interested In the States Rights Party 
than in the Klan. Informants have since advised as follows: 

BLANTON took no active part In the NSRP rally at 
Vinter Beach, Florida, December 7-8, 1967, other than 
allowing the tee of hie "rally trailer" and being in 
attendance. BLANTON has apparently discontinued any idea of 
forming a new "States Rights" group and has shown no 
indication of promoting any additional NSRP activity. 


FOIA(b) (7) - (D) 
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The overall tangible results from the various 
counterintelligence measures approved by the Bureau have 
resulted In exposing the Klan and the NSRP and prevented 
the growth of these organizations in the Miami Division.

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Information was received in the National Office 
of the UKA that MELVIN SEXTON rented a white cinder-block 
house behind the Southern Publishing Compaq' on Highway 
43, north of Norihport, Alabama. The Klan press equipment 
is to be moved into this house. FRED KUEHNER of Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida, is to move to Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and is to reside in this house. The house is a long- 
building and has a shop area built on to one side. The 
Klan printing equipment is to be put in this shop area 
and KUEHNER is to reside in the house and to do all Klan 
printing at this location. 

On 11/27/67, ROBERT M. SHELTON, MELVIN SEXTON and 
COY NEAL worked in the National Office of the UKA and also 
worked on the house just rented, getting it ready to move 
equipment in. 

On 11/28/67, the Imperial Officers worked in the 
National Office and later in the afternoon continued working 
in the Klan printing building. Information was received 
from WILLIAM CHANEY, Indianapolis, Indiana, that there were 
two Kleagles in northern Kentucky, a WILLIAM PINKSTON, 
Lexington, Kentucky, and CHARLES PURLY, Louisville, Kentucky, 
who were dissatisfied with the operation of the UKA by 
ROBERT SHELTON. They are saying SHELTON will not let them 
operate as the Klan is supposed to and that he has continually- 
told them not to commit any acts of violence and to leave the 
Negroes alone. They feel that this inaction is hurting the 
Klan and the units in Northern Kentucky are talking about 
pulling out of the UKA and forming a new Klan group to be 
called the Kentucky Klan. ROBERT SHELTON told CHANEY to 
let the groups go ahead and pull out and not try to stop 
them. He stated there had been alot of controversy and 
dissension in the Kentucky IClans recently. Information 
was also received by ROBERT SHELTON from the Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida area that there are foir of five members of the Klan 
in the Ft. Lauderdale area that are out on bond after being 
arrested on some type of currency violation. It is reported 
that they were selling stock in a IClavern building without 
being listed as stock brokers. It is not know who SHELTON 
got this information from, however, it is believed he had 
been talking to DAN ZBIN concerning this matter . 
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Information was also received from the Louisiana 
IClan that there was a State Board meeting to be held at 
1:30 p.m., December 9, 1967, at the Holiday Inn in Alexandria, 
Louisiana. The people from Louisiana were wanting to know if 
ROBERT SHELTON could be there and he advised them that he would 
be in Florida on this date. 

On 11/29/67, the Imperial Officers worked in the 
Klan printing building. They painted portions of this building 
and moved all of the Klan equipment to the shop area . 

On 11/30/67, the Imperial Officers worked in the 
National Office and answered the mail.

On December 9, 1967, at approximately 1:00 p.m. 
the following Klansmen met in TAYLOR'S warehouse, 249 
N.E. 32nd St., Oakland Parfc, Florida to commence working 
in preparation for the rally:

Once at the rally site on the after noon of 
December 9, 1967, Exalted Cyclops DONALD STEPHENS, in 
the company of COY NEAL and MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial Officers, 
arrived at the rally site at approximately 4:00 p.m. 

All of these Klansmen departed the field with the 
exception of OLEN ABERNATHY for the purpose of returning 
to their homes to prepare for the rally that evening ; 

During their absence, JOE BURD, and GEORGE 
HUN3INGER set up the microphones and acoustical equipment 
at the rally grounds. 

On December 9, 1967, at approximately 8:00 p.m. 
the rally got underway when opened by the Exalted Cyclops 
and master of ceremonies DONALD STEPHENS. The first 
event of the evening was the showing of the movie "The 
National Council of Churches" an anti-civil rights movie 
which depicted the National Council of Churches as 
being a Communist dominated organization. 
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* The movie was followed by the principal speaker, 

ROBERT SHELTON, who in his speech denounced the National 
Council of Churches and the Attorney General of the State 

of Florida EARL FAIRCLOTH.

ROBERT SHELTON accused the Fla. State Attorney 
General EARL FAIRCLOTH of persecuting the KKK by his ordered ' 
investigation of the Seaway Engineering Corporation by the 
Fla. State Security Commission as being nothing more than 
a political maneuver. SHELTON’S speech did not carry well 
inasmuch as there was a poor amplifying system at the rally 
grounds . 

This rally, which commenced at approximately 
8 P.M. concluded at 10 P.M., was not very successful inas- 
much as there were only approximately 100 to 150 persons in 
attendance at the rally. 

This rally was completed with a burning of a 
35 foot cross, however, no cross burning ceremony took place 
inasmuch as there was insufficient Klansmen clothed in their 
Klan robes. 

In private conversations with the Klan officials 
ROBERT SHELTON was heard to state that the Attorney General 
had served his purpose in issuing subpoenas inasmuch as 
it kept Klansmen and other Klan sympathizers from attending 
-this rally. 

Klansmen who participated in the operation and 
execution of this rally were Mrs. JESSIE TAYLOR, Mrs. DON 
STEPHENS, Mrs. HERB BLAND and Mrs. JOHNSON and Mrs. HERRIN, 
all of whom worked in the concession stands. COY NEAL, 
SHELTON’s personal pilot, sold rings and watches to spectators 
while MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial Kliglapp, ran the projector.

This letter was cantersigned by the Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON and set up a plan whereby each donor of $100 
for individual or unit donor of that amount can attend a 
banquet to be held in Salisbury , North Carolina, on February 3, 
1968. In addition he said donor will win a prize and the 
last name drawn during the prize drawing will receive $5,000 
cash. 


Unit # 6 then voted to donate $100 to the North 
Carolina Klan defense fund. 

It is noted that January 25, 1968, is the deadline 
for submitting the money to the North Carolina Defense Fund .

On the evening of January 22, 1968, an 
open meeting of Klavern #6, United Klans of America 
was held at JESSIE TAYLOR'S warehouse, 249 NE 32nd 
Street, Oakland Park, Florida. 

By an open meeting, it is meant amply that 
former Klan members who owned stock in Seaway Engineering 
Inc., would be allowed to attend that aspect of the 
meeting in which it would be determined what disposition 
would be made of approximately $3000 realized from the 
sale of the Klan Building. 

The open meeting was preceded by a closed 
meeting of current members of Klavern #6. 

Three new members were sworn in at this 
meeting, which commenced at 8 PM and concluded at 
shortly after 10 PM.

The three new members sworn in at this 
meeting are identified as: 

WALTER FINE 

WALTER BENNETT 

LARRY BLAND (no relation to HERMAN BLAND) 

LARRY BLAND allegedly is a former police 
officer of the Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. Police Deja rtment 
who got into trouble with authorities after he was 
arrested for assaulting a crippled person. 

During the closed session of the meeting 
RICHARD HARLEY, GENE JOHNSON and RIP RIDDLEHOOVER waited 
outside until the open meeting commenced. 

During tie closed meeting the matter came up again 
concerning the Negroes at Sunrise Junior High School who 
allegedly beat up a 33 year old white child. In addition, 
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Exalted Cyclops DON STEPHENS stated that his 13 year old 
brother was also beat up by Negroes at the same school 
without cause. 

As an affirmative reaction to this type of 
Negro harassment of white students, the Klansmen 
decided that they will publish a new>sheet, anonymously, 
informing the public of conditions in the public school 
system. This news sheet will be published in such a 
manner so it cannot be traced to the Klan. A special 
committe to formulate plans for the publication of 
this new? sheet was appointed as follows: 

CLAY ABERNATHY 
' JOHN GILES 
. ' BOB QUARTERMAN 

DON STEPHENS 

It was also decided that committees should 
be formed in each part of the county where Klansmen 
reside, for the purpose of gathering information on the 
local school situation which would be of value for 
publishing in the proposed newsletter. 

At the conclusion of the closed meeting, the 
open meeting commenced at which time HARLEY JOHNSON and 
RIDDLEHOOVER joined the group. RICHARD HARLEY 
stated that he and his men would not come back into the 
UKA under any circumstances. 

RIP RIDDLEHOOVER took the floor and stated 
that he was one of the first ten men sworn into the 
UKA and that most of the old Klan members were sworn 
in by him. 

RIDDLEHOOVER clamed to have a small group of 
followers and that he and his followers would 
like to return to the fold of the UKA. RIDDLEHOOVER 
himself stated that although he desired to be a UKA 
member, he did not want to hold a position as an officer. 
He stated he would not come in unless old members gave him 
a vote of confidence by standing and stating they wanted 
him back. 
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Most of the old time members of the Klan 
at this point stood up and gave RIDDLEHOOVER a round of 
applause o 

SAM MC BROOM advised RIDDLEHOOVER that he 
was welcome to come back to Klavern #6, however, he 
would have to fill out an application card and 
pay the $5 reinstatement fee* 

WALTER CARLSTEDT complained about charges 
brought about by Klansmen against other Klansmen which 
were subsequently dropped and neither proven or 
disproven. 

Concerning the $2981 which is in the Seaway 
Engineering bank account and which was realized from 
the sale of the Klan Building, DANIEL ZBIN reported 
that he is going to turn this mousy over to an 
attorney and after the attorney's fees and other taxes 
are paid, the final amount will be prorated for each 
share of Seaway Engineering stock outstanding. HARLEY 
contested this approach stating that the $28 outright 
should be returned to each stock holder. HARLEY also 
stated that the '.'Confederate Gardens", the ladies 
auxiliary, had furnished money to Seaway Engineering 
and that this money should also be returned to the individual 
members* This plan was vetoed. 

It was figured out later than DICK HARLEY holds 
one diare of stock, JOHNSON, one share and probably 
GEORGE AUSTRA holds one share. HARLEY's group will 
receive no more than $75 in any event when this 
matter is settled. 

DANIEL ZBIN took the floor and stated tha t 
he recently returned from the State of Michigan, where 
he was met at the Detroit Airport by the Grand Dragon. 

ZBIN stated that in the future, when out 
of state Klansmen come to Florida, to vacation, they 
should be treated with more consideration./ 

At the conclusion of this meeting, OLEN 
ABERNATHY was heard to state that HARLEY had approached 
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him in private and stated that he and his followers 
would like to obtain their former charter so that they 
could operate a UKA Klavern in Hollywood, Fla, HARLEY 
stated the reason that he would announce to the Klavern 
meeting that he did not want to come back into the UKA 
was because of "Jewish harassment." He stated that 
any Klavern operated by him would have to be ultra 
secret or else the Jews would run them out of Hollywood

i. . Birmingham has, at various times, received information 

li indicating increased dissatisfactions ©n the part of some members 

of the UKA, Inc., with the manner in which ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard of the UKA, controls and rums the organization. 
Birmingham has previously pointed out that at present, at the 
National Headquarters of the UKA, four families are living off 
of or being financed by funds coming into the Imperial Office 
of the UKA . 


The operation of the National Office of the UKA amounts 
to the operation of a gold mine for the families working in this 
office in Northport, Alabama. It is known that North Carolina 
and several other states, send large sums of money to the UKA 
National Headquarters. It is also known that JAMES VENABLE, 
Imperial Wizard of the National Knights off the Ku Klux Klan, of 
which the Atlanta Office is Office of Origin, would like to 
alienate as many UKA members and UKA Klaverns as possible and 
have them join the NKKKK. 

In view of the above, Birmingham suggests the Bureau 
authorize the preparation and mailing off a letter which might 
. j- read as set out below. The letter should be prepared on paper 
that could not be traced to th© Bureau. It is also suggested 
ijjjjij!- that the mailing should be don© from Atlanta, Georgia, since the 
* i! ; : National Office of th© NKKKK is in that area. Should the Bureau 
n ' approve the sending of this type letter, Birmingham suggests the 
Bureau request Auxiliary Offices interested JtMiaving such a 
letter sent to anyone in their division to promptly submit detailed 
data as to mailing information needed for prospective recipients. 
This data can be sent to the Bureau, Birmingham, or Atlanta, as 
the Bureau desires to authorize the preparation and handling of 
this project.

SEXTON drives a late model Plymouth 
automobile and SEXTON and his wife are full-time paid employees 
of the Imperial Office of the UKA. At present, there are two (2) 
other full-time paid employees off the National Office of the UKA. 
in Northport, Alabama. The Imperial Officers of the UKA in 
Northport have there own private airplane, which SHELTON, SEXTON 
and the UKA pilot of this plane, use to travel about the United 
States. The other full-time employee of the UKA in Northport, 
Alabama, does the printing work. It should also interest you 
to know that fairly recently the UKA, -Realm of Alabama, was 
called upon tc purchase a car for Alabama Grand Dragon JAMES SPEARS, 
of Decatur, Alabama, and h© was furnished a late model Buick 
automobile . 


Did you know the UKA Klavern at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
where SHELTON and SEXTON sometimes attend, is almost inactive 
and yet, this Klavern is very near the National Headquarters 
of the UKA. Did you know the UKA Klaverns in Bessemer, Alabama, 
Birmingham, Alabama, Warrior, Alabama, Columbiana, Alabama, and 
other places in Alabama, have about folded up and are inactive?

Did you know that there are four families living 
off of funds sent in by you and other UKA members to the 
Imperial Office? How many times have you heard that funds 
at the National Office are depleted and contributions are 
needed from all units? What else would you expect? 

Robert Shelton, your Imperial Wizard, lives with 
his wife and children in a house valued at over $20,000. 

He drives a late-model Chrysler Imperial. He and his wife 
are full-time, paid employees of the Imperial Office. 

Melvin Sexton, Imperial Kligrapp, is a next-door neighbor 
of the Sheltons" and also lives In a home valued at over 
$20,000. Sexton drives a late-model Plymouth and he and 
his wife are also full-time, paid employees of the Imperial 
Office. At this time, there are two other full-time, paid 
employees of the National Office in Northport, Alabama. 

The Imperial Officers have their own private airplane which 
Shelton and Sexton use to travel about the United States. 

It Is interesting to note that this airplane manages to 
wind up in Florida several times each winter. It should 
interest you to know that a short time ago the -tfealm of 
Alabama was called upon to purchase a late-model Buick 
for Alabama Grand Dragon James Spears. 

Did you know that the UKA Klavern at Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, where Shelton and Sexton sometimes attend meetings 
is almost inactive and yet is very near National Headquarters?

SHELTON, Imperial Wizard of the UKA, who accused the 
Florida State Attorney General of persecuting the KKK through 
the investigation of the Seaway Engineering Corporation by 
the Florida State Securities Commission. This remark was 
made by SHELTON during a Klan rally at Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 
in December, 196T, ; ■ 

DON STEPHENS, EC of the Ft. Lauderdale Unit, 
reported over 30 subpoenas had been issued to Klan members 
to testify before the Florida Securities Commission investi- 
gating a possible fraud in sale of stock in the Seaway 
Engineering Company.

SA COLTON is requested to contact the SEC to

The Bureau authorized furnishing the source data 
on a confidential basis and the show appeared 7/7/68. A 
great deal of research was done by Miami Agents and it 
resuled in an excellent program. The show, which ended 
with quotes from the Director on the nature of the New 
Left, was so well received that the television station 
received requests for a film of the show by local civic 
groups. 

As you are aware publicity about New Left 
and black nationalist groups, especially television 
coverage, sometimes enhances the stature of these groups. 

At the same time, Miami has demonstrated that a carefully 
planned television show can be extremely effective in 
showing these extremists for what they are. Local New 
Left and black nationalist leaders were interviewed on 
the show and seemed to have been chosen for either their 
inability to articulate or their simpering and stupid 
appearance . 

Miami furnished a film of this diOw for Bureau 
review and it was apparent that the television source 
used the very best judgment in editing comments by 
these extremists. He brought out that they were in 
favor of violent revolution without their explaining 
why. But he also brought out that they, personally, 
would be afraid to lead a violent revolution, making 
them appear to be cowards. The interview of black 
nationalist leaders on the show had the leaders seated, 
ill at ease, in hard chairs. Full-length camera shots 
showed each movement as they squirmed about in their 
chairs, resembling rats trapped under scientific 
observation. 

Each counterintelligence office should be 
alert to exploit this technique both for black nationalists 
and New Left types. Miami learned from sources that those 
who appeared on the show realized that it presented them 
in a most unfavorable light. One even complained to the 
television station about it. This counterintelligence 
operation will be of great value in the South Florida area

and the Bureau hopes these results can be duplicated In 
other offices. Success In this case resulted from hard 
work and acumen on the part of the Agents who handled 
the matter. Especially important was the choice of 
individuals interviewed as they did not have the ability 
to stand up to a professional newsman. The fine job of 
interviewing and editing done by the news people involved 
was also most important. 

Each office should be alert to the possibility 
of using this technique. No counterintelligence action 
should be taken without Bureau authority. For your 
information operations of this type must be handled 
through reliable, established sources and must be set 
up so that the FBI is not revealed as the source.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc.. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U.S. Klans, 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc.. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, The merged organization established head- 
quarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
(The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, with 
units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U.S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of 
America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to 
this position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation 
in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that during April 1966, 
the national office was moved from Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of SHELTON’s residence, 

#18 Lake Sherwood, Star Route, Northport, Alabama, which 
space he had converted into a room.

A special meeting of United #6 was called at 
the order of Imperial Wizard, ROBERT SHELTON. 

Mr. SHELTON sent out a flier describing his 
plight concerning a recent decision of the U.S. Supreme 
Court . 

In this, he demanded that each unit EC call a 
meeting to order each member to, if possible , send a 
telegram to Senator STROM THURMOND and Mr. MITCHELL of 
the Justice Department. 

ROBERT ANGOVE, EC of Unit #6, did not obey the 
order. SAM MC BROOM took it upon himself to call the 
meeting after contacting ARCY ANDERSON, the next in command 
of unit #6, when ANGOVE did not call to him for his attendance. 

At the meeting, ROBERT ANGOVE was most disturbed 
by the fact that a meeting could be called by anyone 
other than himself. OLIN ABERNATHY appears to have had 
a hand (since he brought a box of preprinted mailers and 
samples of telegrams to the meeting) in calling of the 
special meeting. 

After the meeting got underway, ANGOVE seemed to 
become less excited about the whose thing and actually 
seemed to enjoy the discussions.

ROGERS said that SHELTON wants no adverse 
publicity; all news releases must come from the Imperial 
Headquarters; K la ns men are not to talk to newspaper people; 
Klansmen are not to become Involved In illegal acts and get 
caught, and the Klan did not have any planned rallies in Fla. 

In view of Klavern friction, concern over security, 
and SHELTON'S instruct Ions, It would appear this is an 
escellent time for the "Ft.

The meeting was controlled by Angove inasmuch the only subject In 
discussion was Klan security. Angove wanted to air out the feelings 
' of the membership concerning the possibility of giving Lie Detector 
tests to those suspected of wrong-doing. Most of the members felt 
the cause of leaks and loose talk was not due to an informer. 

The possibility of electronic devices was touched upon, 
after an hour of this type of discussion Angove asked each member 
for his opinion concerning, the advisibllity of testing the member 
concerning his loyalty to the Klan with the assurance that no per- 
sonal questions would be asked. 

The entire membership present with one exception agreed they 'would 
submit. Several members expressed the fear that perhaps testing would 
bring about the demise of the Klan. A few members felt that too much 
fear would abound and members would stop coming to meetings. 

One member when asked told the chair (Angove) he would not submit 
to testing. He was told by the EC to "Get Out" This was Herb 
31and, and his parting word3 were "this thing will tear the Klan 
down if you let him get away with it" Angove told the Secy to 
strike his name from the rolls. 

After Bland had left the meeting a general discussion was held 
concerning the events of the evening. Olin Abernathy told how Herb 
was a Very Staunch Member, and He(olin) had brought Kerb into the 
Klan. Sara McBroom told the membership that he Had also signed the 
application for membership- and stated he had known Herb for years. 

In short, The membership is in a mild state of shock, everyone now 
is witchunting end members are talking about droping out. The Klan

On January 23rd, 1969, 1 received a court order to surrender in Washington, February 14th, to 
begin serving time in the District of Columbia. However, due to the dedicated and sincere manner in 
which all of you came forward and participated in our letter writing campaign, you have succeeded in 
putting enough pressure where it counts most. This vigorous voice of protest from all of you has been 
heard, and another court order has been issued for me to surrender to the Federal Marshals at 8 A.M.. 
February 14th, in Birmingham, Alabama, and be transferred immediately to the maximum security 
Federal Prison in Texarkana, Arkansas. For all intents and purposes, starting on February 14, 1969, 1 
shall become a Political Prisoner of the Federal Bureaucracy.

The principle involved in my imprisonment is that 1 would not break my Klan Oath taken before 
God, with my right hand uplifted, that being not to reveal the membership and sacred rituals of our 
Fraternal Organization. Regardless of all the pressures the Federal Bureaucracy might exert, this I will 
never do. 

After much thought and consideration, I have chosen to sene the time rather than file for a rehearing 
before the same liberal Supreme Court. This would only prolong the inevitable end of imprisonment 
anyway. 1 have reasons to believe that I will be the only one to serve time.and probation possibly given 
to the other Klansmen, with a fine. 

The Imperial Board, at a meeting in Danville, Virginia on January 1 8th, decided on the necessity of 
the following: 

1. That every KJansman re-dedicate himself in a concentrated bond of unity to overthrow the shackles 
of tyranny. 

2. We must get the Fiery Cross magazine in the hands of every patriotic American possible, to pro- 
mote patriotism and educate the uninformed. 

3. We must raise the funds to relieve the financial pressure on our organization and the dedicated 
Klansmen who stood firm in upholding their oath. 

4. We must not let the Imperial Wizard serve time in vain. 

5. By unanimous decision of the Imperial Board, the Imperial Office will remain as is, with the 
Imperial Kligrapp, Melvin Sexton, assuming the responsibility of executive administrator of all official 
business until such time as the Imperial Wizard is released from prison. 

This project has been designated as “Operation Patriotism”. First, we are asking that every Klans- 
person participate in this project by making a SI 0.00 donation for which he or she will receive the Fiery 
Cross magazine for one year, or if you are already receiving the magazine it will be extended for 12 
months upon your present expiration date, or if you so choose, you may have the Fiery Cross sent as a 
gift to a friend for one year.

February 22, 1969 


A state meeting of the Florida Realm of the 
UXA was held on Saturday, February 22, 1969, at 2:30 PM 
at the Orlando unit of the UKA.

Klansman’s presidential 
dream, was financed, staffed 
i ’ and run by the local Ku Klux

Here there was a brief mar- 
riage between the KKK and 
Ben Klassenis American Inde- 
pendent Party— AIP. Klassen, ' 
however, denies any knowl- 
edge of Klan involvement in 
the Wallace-Ft. Lauderdale 
headquarters. The Pompano 
Beach John Birch Society, 
member is laboring on the 
Alabama governor’s next

American way of life. 

“I believe,” Bowie said, 
“that when the forces behind 
the scenes that control bur 
government feel the time : is 
right, they will impose the 
most ruthless kind of miliUry 
dictatorship on the land and 
liquidate all opposition.” 
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It was Dan Zbin who first 
the Minutemen to 
. Bowie, an inveterate- -tetter 
writer who seldom, if ever, 
signs his letters, which he 
called “propaganda letters.” 
For “an initial membership 
fee of $10, Bowie joined the 
Minutemen. For that $10, and 
for three dollars a month dues, 
Bowie was promised a sub- 
scription to “On Target,” the 
Minuteman magazine, and the 
monthly “Minuteman Bul- 
letin.” 

For ten bucks he signed a 
piepe of paper that pro- 
• claimed: “To the res tori. tion 
of. our Constitutional Republic, 
tothe defense of the individual 
freedom and to the preserva- 
tion of our American heritage, 


we pledge our livc-iy-nun, for- 
tune-' -and. our sacred honor.” 
To the Minutemen, Bowie 
wrote, “I understand that you 
are preparing a nationwide 
organization to infiltrate gov- 
ernment agencies for purposes 
of espionage in an attempt to 
forestall some of the plans of 
the Conspiracy. 

“in the event of a takeover 
of our country, either 
from within or from without, 
you have secret groups of 
armed" and trained citizens 
ready to take orders and go 
into action against the enemy 
by guerrilla tactics or by any 
other means at hand. 

“I further understand that 
you have many retired, high- 
ranking military officers and 
able civilians who could take 
over the government as a 
temporary patriotic dictator- 
ship, if this should ever be- 
come necessary. 

“I believe you know,” he 
said, “that no amount of in- 
forming the people is going to 
do any real good. 

“The apathetic majority 
will accept a Minuteman gov- 
ernment as readily as they 
have accepted the gradual so- 
cialization of the constitution- 
al government. 

“It’s too late in the game 
for talk,” he said. 

Bowie said all he could see 
in the future was “eventual 
slavery for my children, and 
possible liquidation for my- 
self. 

; “I am not,” he said, 
“willing to submit to such 
things without a struggle.”

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It should be noted that QUAHTERHAE, according 
to our sources, was one of the most militant members of 
Klavern 6 . in addition, QlSRTERK&E did all of the 
printing for the Klavern and they are now concerned that 
they will have to pay for such printing in the future. 

" (5) JACK HAuao, Kies ter (Outer Guard) has 
resigned, burned his robe and security guard uniform. 
Additionally, MAURO is owner of jack’s Plumbing 
concern at which 4 other Klavern 6 members were employed. 
This undoubtedly will have some effect upon their employ- 
ment. 

(5) An as yet undetermined number of regular 
members have resigned, as well as an undetermined number 
of prospective applicants have withdrawn their applications. 

(7) Reportedly, the Exalted Cyclops (President) 
will in all probability resign as a result of this article, 
in which event the Rlaliff (Vice-President) would be 
elevated to this position, who Is an iafors&nt of the Miami 
Office.

As can be seen from the above, the immediate 
tangible results in connect ion with this counterintelligence 
undertaking are widespread and, of course, it is expected that 
other such results will develop as a result of this article. 
There is no question hut what this has tremendously hampered 
the operation of Klavern 6 and will curtail their activities 
materially. It undoubtedly will have far-reaching effects 
upon any contemplated new Elan activity in the South Fla.

This is a classic example of the results that can 
be attained from well thought out and developed counter- 
intelligence maneuvers and can go a long way in any given 
Division in curtailing activities of this nature.

Reference is made to memoranda dated April 15 
and April 25, 1969, captioned as above, at Miami, Florida. 

Characterizations of the UKA on a national 
and state level are contained in the Appendix 
of this memorandum. 


On May 7, 1969, a confidential source advised that 
three members of the Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale* Florida, 
departed Ft. Lauderdale on Friday, May 2, 1969, for Pahokee, 
Florida. Upon arrival in Pahokee, the trio met with Richard 
Keen, a local Pahokee Klansman. They also met with Melvin 
Sexton, Reverend James Spears, Imperial Officers of the UKA, 
and a Mr. Peterson, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The rally was to 
take place a quarter mile north of the Pahokee Airport on 
State Road 715. James Crawford, a local Pahokee Klansman, 
had the responsibility of distributing rally posters. As 
of 9:00 p.m., May 2, 1969, no Klansmen had arrived for the 
rally and the total crowd consisted of John Paul Rogers, 
Florida coordinator of the UKA, and his wife, as well as 
a few children from across the road. Reverend Spears 
felt that the Klan would have suffered great embarrassment 
if a cross was burned, especially since there was no crowd 
to view the burning. 

The Imperial Staff immediately left the area 
and proceeded to Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, arriving at the 
Holiday Inn at State Road 84 and 1-95, Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida, shortly after midnight, May 2, 1969. They were

This same confidential source and a second con- 
fidential source, advised on May 7, 1969, that most of the 
active members of Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, had 
prepared the rally grounds located in Davie, Florida, on 
Saturday morning, May 3, 1969. The Imperial Staff had been 
told that approximately 6,000 people would attend the rally. 
The State Meeting was to be held at the Holiday Inn on 
State Road 84 and 1-95 at 3:00 p.m. When the Klansmen 
arrived it was discovered that no arrangements had been 
made for the meeting room at the Holiday Inn. Finally 
the meeting started in Melvin Sexton's room and he stated 
that he liked to be informal at little meetings. By 3:45 p.m 
approximately twenty-two Klansmen were squeezed into his 
room. Finally they were ushered to another regular room, 
however, the beds had been removed and chairs had been 
installed. 

At the meeting, Sexton spoke about the Klan 
growth in the North. He pointed out that in the State of 
Michigan they have sold more "Operation Patriotism" sub- 
scriptions than in Florida. 

Reverend Spears did not talk at this meeting, 
however, John Paul Rogers pointed out that sex education 
in the schools is a new Klan target. 

Sexton also mentioned the possibility of Imperial 
Wizard Robert Shelton being released from prison before 
serving his entire year.

At approximately 8:00 p.m.. May 3, 1969, the 
rally, sponsored by Klavern 6 in Davie, Florida, began. 
Klavern 6 Klansman Joe Burd was robed and rode a horse 
attired in appropriate Klan regalia. A. J. Anderson, III, 
Exalted Cyclops of Klavern 6, acted as the emcee. Dan 
Zb in, a local Ft. Lauderdale Klansman, said a few words, 
and John Paul Rogers also gave a short speech on sex in 
the schools. 

Reverend Spears gave the key-note address in 
a racially laden speech that lasted for an hour. He 
told a variety of jokes and gave slanted facts on the 
United Nations, Federal Government, Civil Rights, and 
the United Klans . Spears became quite emotional and 
finally the emcee had to tell him to cease talking and to 
ask for donations. The crowd donated approximately $50 
to the robed Klansman who passed the hat. 

The cross burning ceremony finally began at about 
9:40 p.m., burned for about 10 minutes, and then the crowd 
dispersed. 

There were a total of 14 robed Klansmen at the 
rally which included those from Orlando, Florida. Approxi- 
mately 250 "hard core" Klan supporters, including women, were 
at the rally; however, literally dozens of men, women, and 
children, and especially teenagers, were observed as being 
curiosity seekers, who watched the proceedings. 

Needless to say, the turnout was not close to 
that as anticipated by the Imperial Staff.

A source advised on February 27,1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U, S, 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Xlux Klan, Inc, According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Xu Klux 
Klan of America, Inc,, merged! with Alabama Knights, 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa , Alabama , (The organization is directed by 
ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan 
group in the South, with units in several southern states.)

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the 
UKA is currently an active organ izat ion , with Klaverns in 
several states This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 5, 1964, at a National 
Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, 1966, the national office was moved from 
Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
carport of SHELTON'S residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room.

Members from Unit #6 Attending were Dan Zbin, James Penny and 
Bill Newell. They departed the work yard of Dan Zbins shortly 
Afer noon on Friday May 2, 1969 in Zbins Pickup truck. 


The trio arrived at Richard Keene office at 3:25PM where they 
were met by Richard Keen, Melvin Sexton, James Spears, and a 
Mr. Peterson from Tuscaloosa Ala. They departed Keens where 
nothing was acomplished t to A Cafe owned by James Crawford. 


The group had lunch at the Countryboy Restaurant, and then 
left for the general location of the Rally grounds. 

The Rally grounds were located approximately ^ Mile N. of the 
Pahokee Airport on SR 715 where the Highway forms a Juncture. 

The Rally was held in the middle of the Junction on State Rd. 
property. 


James Crawford took the responsibility of distributing Rally 
Posters. He hired two Teenage boys to distribute the material. 

Keens Responsibility seemed to be Unclear. His observed contrib- 
ution was to furnish a Motel room for the Imerial Staff. 

The Rally materials consisted of a portable generator, a sound 
amplifier, and the Platform located on the rear of Zbins truck, 
this Platform was an old wooden door. 

The Cross was constructed of 4x4 lumber and covered with 
Burlap Bags. The Cross was stood up-right at 8 :PM. 

James Shirley, Texaco Oil distributor, donated the Diesel fuel 
to be used for the Burning. 

As of 9:00PM no public had arrived. No Klansman had arrived, 
the total crowd consisted of John Paul Rogers and wife, and a 
few children from across the road way. 


Rev. Soears felt the Klan would suffer greater erabarrasment 
if the Cross was burned with no crowd. There was also talk 
concerning a State Law requiring a permit to burn a Cross on 
state property. Several times during the evening, sheriff cars 
would drive by, and this caused concern. 

All said it was a most sad affair. Fortunately no newsraedla 
was present to view the Debacle, 

When the Imperial Staff wanted to get out they ment it. They 
left and penny, Zbin and Newell were left to clean up the Grounds. 
They later met at the Motel and followed together to Ft. Lauderdale. 
Arriving shortly after midnight. Zbin had no trouble getting 
them rooms in the Holiday Inn at SR 84.
